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FOREWORD 



Annually the Bureau of Elementary and Secondary Education in the 
Massachusetts Department of Education receives numerous requests for data 
about foreign language enrollment in Massachusetts* public secondary schools. 
Surveys of foreign language offerings and enrollments in Massachusetts Public 
Secondary Schools have been conducted Dy the modern foreign language super- 
visors of the Massachusetts Department of Education since the beginning of 
N D E A in 1958. This is the final report on the latest survey for the school year 
1965-1966. 



The present report has been prepared to provide Massachusetts Public 
Secondary Schools with a historical table by which to compare enrollments from 
earlier reports. The principal purpose is to present current facts rather than to 
provide complete comparability, although comparisons can be sought when work- 
ing with the data. 

A sincere note of gratitude is extended to the school superintendents 
who furnished the data for this survey. Without their complete cooperation this 
report could not have been written.

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The 1964-1965 survey of foreign language offerings and enrollments in Massachusetts 
Secondary Schools was conducted by the foreign language supervisors of the Bureau of Ele- 
mentary and Secondary Education of the Department. It was designed to provide information 
concerning (a) the foreign languages offered in the public secondary schools in the Common- 
wealth; (b) the number of schools offering each foreign lang uage; (c) the number of pupils taking 
foreign languages. 

Data for the survey was obtained from a questionnaire mailed to four hundred eighty-eight 
(488) school districts. Questionnaires were mailed to loci.l srhool superintendents and to the 
secondary school principals. The follow up letters were seat to nonrespondent schools in April 
and May; the final tabulation of returns in June 1965 a one hundred per cent (100%) represen ed 

iciuni. 



Efforts have been made over the years to provide a iiistorical table by which to compare 
enrollments and subject offerings; since methods of conducting and reporting the surveys have 
changed, conclusions from data must be drawn with cauticn. To insure correct recording of 
statistics respondents were asked to follow the guidelines described below: 

1. The survey covered secondary school students enrolled in foreign language courses at the 
beginning of the fall term in 1965 and who, upon completion of these courses, would have earned 
credits toward graduation from either Junior High School, Intermediate School, or Senior High 
School. 



2. Students in grades 7 and 8 who were in elementary schools were not to be recorded. Only 
the number of 7th and 8th grade language students in secondary school systems was to be re- 
ported. 

3. Language enrollments for students in the 9th, 10th, 11th .md 12th grades were to be recorded 
by language course level rather than by grade level as described below. 

4. Course II, the second year of language, might be compos ed of 9th graders, 10th graders, and 
11th graders, some of whom may have been studying the language prior to entering the 9th grade. 

5. Course V and VI would usually apply only to students wlio had begun study of the language 
prior to the 9th grade. 

: 

6. A course is defined as a year of study which grants the students credit toward graduation 
from Junior High School, Intermediate School, or Senior High S chool. 

Since enrollments for grades 7 and 8 in this survey were not included when the grades 
were in the elementary school of the 8-4 system, registratior represented only part of the State 
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total of pupils in those grades. The enrollment figures in grades 7 and 8 represent total pupil 
registration in each of these grades with no reference to course number (Table 1). Enrollment 
in grades 9 through 12 are designated by course rather than by grade designation.

The substantial increase in total pupil enrollment in foreign languages since 1958, of 
course, is reflected by the increased total pupil enrollment in Massachusetts Public Secondary 
Schools during this same period. 

Total registration in all subject areas rose approximately thirty-five per cent, while the 
number of students taking foreign language rose about eighty-seven per cent in this same period 
(Table 3). The increase in foreign language enrollments has more than doubled the rate of in- 
crease in the total school population. A number of factors have contributed to this gain in for- 
eign language instruction; increased public interest and federal support; longer sequences and 
newer teaching materials and techniques.
